SLEW HIS DAUGHTER 


HOUR BEFORE TIME 
FOR HER MARRIAGE 


VPRET MASS.. March 26.—less 
'S than three hours before the time 


Set for her wedding today, Pansy 
E. Townsend was shot and’ mortally 
wounded by her father, Joseph P. .Town- 
fend, in their home in this city. Town- 
send’ then ended his own life with a 
bullet. , 

Miss Townsend was to have been mar- 
ried to Francis E. Perry, of Fort Myers, 
Fla., at 6 o’clock tonight at the People’s 
temple, Boston. ‘Early in the afternoon 


the father sent the only other member 


of the family, his 15-year-old son 
Yoseph, to East Boston on an errand con- 
nected with the coming wedding. The 


boy returned about 4:30 o'clock and let | 


himself into the house with a key. Call- 
ing to his father and receiving no an- 
swer he pushed open the sitting room 
door and entered. On the floor lay the 
dead body of his father. the head in a 
pool of blood, and a smal] rifle across 
the knees. Beside him was a revoiver 


of a heavy caliber. Miss Townsend lay 
upon a couch at the side of the room 
and, according to the’ boy’s statement, 
was stil! alive. 

The . boy tried to force some brandy 
down his sister’s throat, and failing hur- 
ried after doctors. When they arrived 
the girl was dead. She had been shot 
through the head. 

The only clew to the cause of the trag- 
edy was this note written by Townsend 
today: 

“At 3:40 o'clock I have takén my 
daughter’s life and my own. I do this 
rather than see her the wife of Francis 
Perry.” 

So far as known Tgwnsend had noth- 
ing against Perry, and the supposition 
is that Townsend’s mind was unbalanced 
by reason of his love for his daughter 
and his brooding over the prospect of 
separation ‘from’ her. Townsend .w3s 
born in Baltimore fifty-six years ago. 
His wife had been dead several years. 
Miss Townsend was 25 years of age. 
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FOUR FIREMEN PERISH;

men perished and about a score 

of firemen and citizens were in- 
jured today in a fire accompanied by a 
series of explosions that demolished a six- 
story factory building at Bedford and 
Downing streets. That the damage, which 
is estimated at from $300,000 to $400,000, 
was not. far greater, was declared by 
Chief Croker to be due to the explosions 
which shattered the building and crushed 
the blaze beneath tons of debris at the 
moment when the flames were completePy 
beyond control and threatening to sweep 
the entire block. 

One fireman was taken out of the build- 
ing alive, but died almost immediately. 
The bodies of his comrades were recov- 
ered after the fire was over, crushed un- 


N= YORK, March 26.—Four fire- 


— brulsed and removed to the hospital. 
The other persons injured wére for the 
most part employees in the factory, 
dwellers in the adjacent tenements and 
persons passing in the streets, who were 
struck by falling brick or glass. None ot 
these was seliously hurt. 

/Three hundred men and women were 


in the factory building during the lunch 
hour, when a slight explosion occurred 
on one of the upper fioors and almost in- 
stantly the whole structure was enveloped 
in flames. Some ‘iad time to reach the 
street by the stairs, but the greater num- 
ber were compelled to take refuge on the 
fire escapes, where they remained huddled 
together and imploring assistance until 
the fire engines arrived.

The death of Mrs. J. D. Langston, of 
138 West Baker street, which occurred 
Sunday night after a short illness, has 
caused an investigation by the coroner 
and the police, pending which J. D. Lang- 
ston, husband of the deceased, is being 
guarded by police officers at his home. 


Mrs. Langston was attended In her ill-| 


ness by two physicians, one of whom 
stated that her death was the result of 
eureamic poisoning, and the other by 
blood poisoning. Both stated that this 
may have been caused by a blow or from 
some organic trouble. 

The facts surrounding Mrs. Langston’'s 
death caused the chief of police and the 
coroner to investigate, and the result was 
that Chief Jennings detailed Detective 
Lockhart and Patrolman ‘Roberts to 
guard Mr. Langston until after the in- 
vestigation, which will probably be held 
at the residence at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

It is said that Mrs. Langston was taken 
ilf on last Wednesday, and that she died 
on Sunday night. “

I started off with that 
intention, but I took a second 
thought, remembered my sa- 
cred calling, and realizing that 
I might not be able to control 
myself in the presence of the 
negro, I returned to my home 
and put the matter in the hands 
of the law.”

‘BY REPUBLICANS 


There'll Be No Revision by 
Present Congress, 


Chairman Payne Makes Final Pro- 
nouncement in the Matter in 
Reply to Massachusetts De- 
mand for Revision of 
Dingley Rates. 


Washington, March 26.—What may he 
regarded as final pronouncement against 
tariff revision at the present session of 
congress is contained in a letter from 
Chairman Payne, of the house ways and 
means committee, {in reply to a commu- 
nication sent him by Representative Mc- 
Call. on behalf of the Massachusetts del- 
egation in congress. Mr. McCall calls 
attention in his communication to the 
declaration in the republican state plat- 
‘form of Massachusetts for tariff revision 
with adherence to the policy of protec- 
tion, and to the declaration in the re- 
publican national platfogn regarding the 
readjustment of dutles when. conditions 
demand and entrusting the question to a 
republican congress and president. The 
Massachusetts view as presented is that 
conditions have so changed as to. de- 
mand change over the Bingley rates, 
which have served nine years. 

In his reply Mr. Payne says that the 
house is divided into groups -of mem- 
bers, each group favoring the modifica- 
tion of different schedules. while he says 
a majority of the republicans in. the 
house do not believe that there should 
be any change at all. 

He declared that the people have not 
forgotten the disaster politically and 
commercially which followed the tariff 
change of 1890, and concludes with the 
following: 

“While it Is true that some improve- 
ment could well be made in the rates 
under the Dingley bill, it was probably as 
free from defect at the time of its pass- 
age as any new law which could now 
be enacted. During the nine years of its 
operation the-country has enjoyed pros- 
perity unparalleled, a prosperity which 
at the present time is simply marvelous. 
We maywell hesitate to take any chance 
of interrupting the business of the coun- 
try by a general revision of the tariff 
and we should néver enter upon it. until 
we are satisfied that such a revision will 
accomplish results far outweighing any 
well grounded apprehension of business 
depression and comsSequent evil results 
which would come even temporarily from 
such revision.”

Incidentally, We Is “Gratifying” 
Elkins, of West Virginia 


Hint at an Effort to Fix Time for 
a Final Vote on the Bill, 
But It Was Surround- 
ed by Much 
Doubt. 


Washington, March 26.—There was a 
hint in the senate today at an effort te 
fix a time for a final vote on the railroad 
rate bill, but it was surrounded by so 
much circumstance and doubt that no pre. 
dictions as to the time would be justified. 

Mr. Tillman stated that he.would bring 
the matter up in the senate tomorrow, 
ang unless objection was then made, he 
may ask to have a day specified. 

The suggestion as to time rose in con- 
nection with the more or less. serious 
effort on the part of a number of senators 
to secure immediate consideration of 
amendments offered by themselves. Mr. 
Tillman resisted all attempts of that kind 
in the absence of many senators, saying 
that votes ought not to be taken without 
full notice to senators. Among the pro- 
visions offered were: 

By Mr. Foraker, prohibiting the issu- 
ance of passes; Mr. Scott, compelling 
railroads to connect with other railroads, 
and Mr. Culberson, denying to interstate 
roads the privilege of making campaign 
contributions. 

Mr. Overman made a general speech in 
support of the bill, and Mr. Teller spoke 
at some length against undue haste in 
considering the question. 

Tillman ‘“Gratifying’’ Elkins. 
At the beginning of the session Mr. 
Tillman presented a letter from Millard 
F. Snyder, of Clarksburg, W. Va., relat- 
ing to the discriminations of railroads in 
that state against independent coal oper- 
ators by the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
Mr. Tillman said that the senator from 
West Virginia had expressed the hope 
that he woulg give the senate something 
on this line every morning, and he would 
endeavor to gratify him in this respect. 
The letter began by stating that the 
people of West Yirginia had begun to 
look upon Mr. Tillman as their senattor. 
I stated Mr. Snyder had made many ef- 
forts to secure relief from discrimina- 
tions, but was unable to obtain any 
redress. The different kinds of discrim- 
inations were detailed it length, and the 
assertion made that the laws of West 
Virginia were not sufficient to meet the 
case. 

Overman for Regulation. 

In his remarks, Mr. Overman. an- 
nounced his intention to support the 
house bill ‘‘with some amendments which 
would strengthen it.’’ He believed the 
passage of the bill would be in the inter- 
est of all the people, including the rail- 


roads. He argued in support-of the right 
of congress through a commission to 
regulate railroad rates, and expressed

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MINISTERS IN A CLASH 


OVER A MOVE TO CHANGE 
THE TIME LIMIT SYSTEM 


Bishop Candler and Or. J, W, 
Lee Take Opposing Views 
of Matter 


DR. DOWMAN WAS IN FAVOR 
—OF-PLAN 0 CHANGE IT 


Dr. Jones Spoke for the Present Plan. 
Meeting of Methodist Ministers 
Proved Most Interesting. 

No Decision Was 
Reached. 


The most epirited discussion that has 
‘taken place for some time at the Metho- 
dist Ministers’ Association occurred yes- 
terday morning at their regular weekly 
meeting. The matter of whether or not it 
would be advisable to remove the time 
limit from the Methodist pastorates was 
up for discussion. The two leaders ap- 
pointed to discuss the matter were Dr. 
Charles E. Dowman, on the side favoring 
the removal of the time limit and Dr. 
Charles O. Jones on the side opposing its 
removal. 

Dr. Dowman presented a strong array 
of facts to show why there would be an 
advantage in abrogat™g the compulsory 
time limit of four years to each pastor- 
ate. 
gone fully into the detail operation of the 
matter, and that his deductions resulted 
from careful study. He thought that the 
bishop was competent and ought to be 
allowed to decide when it was advisable 
to allow a man to remain in one pastorate 
more than the present four years’ allot- 
ment. 

In connection with the address of Dr. 

Dowman in substantiation of the facts 
brought forward by Dr. Dowman Rev. 
IR’. H. Robb, D.D., pastor of the Hemphill 
Avenue Methodist church, and one who 
voted in the northern Methodist church 
to do away with the time limit, which 
was passed four years ago, spoke briefly, 
and gave a paper from P. H. Swift, re- 
garding the excellent showing in the 
northern Methodist church during the first 
four years -of the new law doing away 
with the time limit. It was as follows: 

“The evolution of the uniimited pastor- 
ate, forty-three memorials in all, to last 
conference, seventeen from annual con- 
ferences, 410 from lay electoral confer- 
ences, five from individual churches, four 
or five from district conferences. Of the 
seventeen from annual conferences thir- 
teen favor return to time limit. Not 10 
per cent of the ministry have spoken on 
it- at all. 

“Not one memorial from New England; 
two the eight German conterences; 


»_gismorials trom the.ffty-five confer- 
test west of the Alleghanies; 90 per dent 
of the membership of the ministry and 99 
per cent of the membership of the ehurch 
have not spoken, and, therefore, are 
pleased with the change. 

“Last four years were years of pros- 
perity. In them completed the twen- 
tieth century fund, given more to benev- 
olence than before; there hag been a spirit 
of revival moving over the church.’’ 

He said that this showed that the mat- 
ter was working well in the northern 
ehurch. 

Dr. Jones Opposes a Change. 

Dr. Jones made un effective and striking 
appeal in opposition to the changing from 
the present system. His main point was 
that the doing away with the present 
four-year shift of the preachers would be 
to build wp a personal machine in the 
ehurch. He said that be thought that the 
ehurches of similar character to those of 
Henry Ward Beecher, Dr. Talmage and 
Dr. Broughton, in Atlanta, were il¥ely 
‘to be weakened when their leader died 
er left for other parts—in some cases, he 
said, they went to pieces entirely.

than the man, and that the system hum- 
bled and sweetened the life of the aver- 
age preacher. He strongly urged that 

“preacher and church should be made to 
feel that no man is indispensible to any 
ehurch. And he thought that when they 
reached the stage that either church or 
man thought they were, there was time 
for a change to be made. 

Bizhop Candler Against Change. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler was present, 
and upon being called upon to say some- 
thing, stated that he was_ strongly 
against any change from the present sys- 
tem. Among other things, he said: 

“The long pastorate magnifies the man 
and minimises the importance of Christ. 
Talmage’s church had a debt on it the 
‘whole time we was pastor, and the church 
‘ever paid a@ dollar to fpreign missions. 
I repeat what has often veen said, “Ihe 
Lord needs every man, but He doesn't 
need him much.’ 

“Our prime need at the present time is 
not to change the engine, but to get more 
fire under and more steam in the boiler. 
Our train has always been the first to 
arrive at the depot, and what more do you 
want?”

“Refuse to permit this case to be taken 
from your consideration. Demand all the 
evidence surrounding it. Investigate 
completely and fearlessly... If you de- 
cide that no crime has been committed, 
no injustice shall be done. If you de- 
cide that the law has been violated, jus- 
tice will have its way. Gentlemen, I 
charge you that it is your sworn dnty to 
continue your investigation of this case 
to the end.’’

CEYLON’S TEA COMMISSIONER 


Mr. Waiter A. Courtney, the new tea 
commissioner representing e tea plant- 
ers of Ceylon, arrived here short time 
ago from Colombo, Ceylon, and will be 
located permanently in this city. The 
work of exploiting in North America the 
pure machine-made teas of Ceylon will 
be continued under his direction. Not- 
withstanding the enormous increase in 
the consumption of Ceylon tea that the 
past decade has shown, Mr. Courtney 
hopes that history will more than repeat 


itself. 

When asked why British grown teas 
had taken such a hold on the people, he 
replied that the reason was obvious to 
all who knew the methods employed in 
the growing and preparation of tea by 
the. planters of Ceylon. In the first 
place, he said that the soil and climate 
of Ceylon were particularly adapted to 
tea-growing. In the next place, the 
planters realized that they could not im- 
prove on the delicate flavor that nature 
imparted to Ceylon tea; hence no adulter- 
ants are used, and in order to do away 
with the uncleanly hand-rolling process 
used by the older tea-growing countries, 
Ceylon teas are prepared for the table 
with most approved and scientific ma- 
chinery, so that the tea passes from “the 
bush to the cup’ untouched by hand. 

Mr. Courtney thinks that government 
and state agitation of the question of 
pure foods has had much to do with the 
increased consumption of Ceylon tea as 
it has brought the attention of consum- 
ers to the hygienic value of the tea grown 
in sunny Ceylon. —
